Statistics from Georgia indicate that 
most HOPE scholarship funds are 
awarded to students from middle- 
and upper-middle class families. 
During the 1994-95 academic year, 
the average family income of a 
HOPE scholarship recipient was 
$44,876, over 40 percent higher 
than the income of the average 
Georgia family. 

Who pays for these scholarships? 
Statistics from Georgia show that 
since the lottery began, lottery tick- 


ets have sold best in ZIP codes with 


1993. Conversely, in ZIP codes with 
incomes exceeding $40,000, only 
$97 was spent on lottery tickets per 
resident. 

Per capita ticket sales were also 
twice as high in areas populated by 
minorities when compared with the 
ZIP codes of urban areas that are at 
least 90 percent white. The upshot is 
that the Georgia lottery extracts 
money disproportionately from low- 
income minority neighborhoods so 
a group of predominantly white, 


middle- and upper-middle class stu- 


ing money from those who can least 

afford it to provide scholarships for 

those who don’t really need them. 
Lt. Gov. Siegelman should be 

asked, at every opportunity, why he 

thinks this is such a great idea,

***The Elba Tigers pounded their guests from Poplar Springs 14-3 last 
week to even their record at 7-7 heading down the home stretch.

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Roberts gets best yield 
by planting whole potatoes

here are certainly more ways to 
plant Irish potatoes than just plow- 
ing a deep furrow and throwing ina 
handful of potato eyes. | was shop- 
ping for some seed potatoes last 
year and heard Earl Sawyer in New

seen. So I just had to go back and 
find out who Earl was talking about. 

It turned out to be Bobby Roberts, 
who owns a service station just 
south of New Brockton. Roberts 
allowed me to visit his home and 
talk about his plans to plant around 
the middle of March.

My question was, “What is it that

A native of New Brockton, 
Roberts once served a 4-year hitch 
in the U.S. Navy. He came home in 
1954 and for the past 22 years has 
owned and operated his service sta- 
tion. And, enjoyed, of course, large 
crops of Irish potatoes. Except for 
one bad year, he reports a yield of 
about 12 five-gallon buckets full 
from each 30 pounds of seed pota- 
toes he plants. 

But, planting whole potatoes is 
not the only unique feature of his 
garden. While most people use rec- 
ommended pesticides to keep 
insects off the potato plants, Roberts 
has, or should we say “had,” a most 
unusual, but highly effective, means 
of pest control. 

“T had some guinea hens running 
around here,” he pointed out. 
“Every day, after my potatoes got to 
growing, you could see those guinea 
fowl! walking up and down the row. 
They were getting rid of the bugs. 


I know there may be some readers 
who might scoff at this and insist 
that coyotes are only out in the wild, 
wild west. Don’t be alarmed, but we 
do, indeed, have some around here. 

Roberts is quick to point out that 
planting whole potatoes instead of 
cut potatoes may not be the best 
way for everyone; but, his philoso- 
phy and techniques work for him. 
And, after all, isn’t that part of what 
gardening is all about, anyway? 

1 would like to hear from some 
other home gardeners who just lay 
their seed potatoes right on top of 
the ground and keep them covered 
with mulch. Also, some folks are 
into container gardening and that 
can be a good way to grow potatoes 
just for the family. Let me hear from 
you. 

In the mantime, I’m going to keep 
an eye on Bobby Roberts’ potato 
patch. And, when I see him digging

Year-round 
school schedule 
OK’d for county

The Coffee County school 
System has adopted a modified 
year-round calendar for the 1998-99 
school year. 

Superintendent Rodger Bowden 
commented, “I believe that we have 
the best working calendar that I’ve 
seen. 

“We have scheduled breaks 
throughout the year which we 
believe will eliminate teacher and 
student burnout.” 

The calendar running from 
August 3, 1998, to June 4, 1999, 
allows a week out in October begin- 
ning with Columbus Day, another 
week during the week of 
Thanksgiving in November, three 
week at Christmas, and two weeks 
for Spring break. 


The calendar committee was 
headed by Dr. Linda Ingram, princi- 
pal of Zion Chapel High School, 
and consisted of representatives 
from throughout the system. 

Calendars being used by several 
other school systems were looked at 
by the committee before one for 
Coffee County was decided upon. 

Last Thursday evening, county 
board members unanimously adopt- 
ed the recommended calendar. 

In other matters of business, the 
superintendent reported that all the 
building projects at the county’s 
schools were complete and that the 
new classrooms were constructed at 
a cost of $22 per square foot.
